Obviously, unless you’re Richie Rich, 
you can’t buy everything that’s out there. That’s why 
we publish the Insider — to help you determine 
which Dark Horse comics you want each month. 

Your dad is right when he says someone 
is paying for the Insider. By all means, next time 
you pick up an issue of the Insider from your 
comics retailer, give him or her a big thanks, 
because retailers help cover some of the costs. We 
charge $2.50 for a bundle of 25. That helps to offset 
some of the expense. The rest is paid for by Dark 
Horse. If the Insider keeps our readers informed and 
entertained, it’s money well spent!
